The Road to Brittas. 


It has often struck me as unfortunate 
that omnibus proprietors do not provide 
constant services to the more picturesque 
parts of Dublin and Wickiow. I am sure 
that afternoon excursions to Glendhu, 
Glencree, Ballinascorney and Brittas 
would be well patronised if some company 
had sufficient enterprise to undertake 
them. As it is, ’buses on the Brittas route 
are few and far between, and the delight 
ful stretch of country which includes the 
Brittas lakes and the Slade of Saggart 
is only available to the owner of a private 
car. A recular service to Brittas and 
Bohernabreena would enable many people 
to enjoy a ramble through some the finest 
mountain scenery in the vicinity of 
Dublin. For instance, it is a good, stiff 
climb from Bohernabreena to the top of 
Scechon, but one of the finest views 1n 
Ireland can be had from the summit, 
which is more like a flat moor than a 
mountain top. At this height of over two 
thousand feet the Mourne Mountains on a 
clear day are plainly visible at the far end 
of the vast plain to the north. In the 
east, the Dublin hills—Cruagh, Killakee, 
the Two Rock and the Three Rock—lie 
below the spectator, while to the south 
the summits of Kippure, Mullaghcleevaun 
end Moanbane rise above him. The 
observation point for this magnificent 
panorama is only a little over four miles 
distant from Bohernabreena, but those 
who do not care to climb so far can enjoy 
a more intimate, though less extensive, 
prospect by walking from Brittas to Bal- 
linascorney Gap. 


“The Rabble.” 


Passing through the principal square of 
Derry City, writes a correspondent, I 
found it crowded with a motley assemblage 
of country people, hucksters, old clothes 
stalls and ‘‘ cheap jacks.’’ Making in- 
quiries, I was told that it was the 
“Rabble “Jay ’’—a phrase which con- 
veyed nothing to me. Further inquiry 
disclosed that by ‘‘the rabble’’ was 
meant the six-monthly hiring fair, which 
is held in November and May of every 
year. At this fair all over the North of 
Ireland it is the custom to engage farm 
servants for a six-monthly period dating 
from one “ rabble’’ to the next. 

I stayed to watch the gathering for a 
time, and it seemed to me to savour some- 
what of a mediwval slave market, if one 
were to judge from the way in which the 
farmers eyed their prospective employés 
and sized them up for the work they had 
to do. No one else seemed to mind, how- 
ever. On the contrary, it was taken as a 
matter of course that the farmer should 
be satisfied about their physical fitness 
before engaging them. All over 
Diamond I heard #he words, “ Are vou 
staving on?’’ bandied from one group of 
boys and g''ls to another. If the reply

sumed that he would show as mach re- 
spect for the rath as his predecessors had 
done. This supposition was very quickly 
overthrown, and the newcomer proceeded 
to cut up the rath in sections, so that he 
might level it and get on with his plough- 
ing. A folk lore enthusiast went to the 
farm when he heard what was being done, 
and there he saw that a great many 
human bones had been uncovered when 
the rath was broken. Many of these 
bones crumbled in the air; others were 
carried to the fence by the farmer, and 
re-buried there. All this happened more 
than fifty years ago; and, in spite of all 
the dire prophecies made by the neigh- 
bours, who, naturally enough, expected 
that the usual dreadful punishment would 
be meted out to the vandal, nothing un- 
toward has happened either to him or to 
his family from that day to this. 


Witchcraft in lreland’ 


That the belief in witchcraft and spells 
is not entirely extinct in Ireland is shown 
by a story told me by a veterinary 
surgeon of my acquaintance. It appears 


| that a small farmer in one of the Northern 


counties bought a cow at.a fair, and, after 
two weeks, the cow stopped giving milk 
and got sickly, though suffering from no 
disease that the farmer could diagnose. 
He came to the conclusion that a spell 
had been put on the cow, or, as he ex- 
pressed it, that she had been ‘‘ blinked ’ 
by someone who bore him a_ grudge. 
Thereupon, he consulted the wise woman 
of the district, an old dame who lived— 
in the time-honoured fashion of such 
dames—in a cottage perched upon the side 
of a hill and remote from other human 
habitation. 

She advised him that he was right in 
his “ blinking ’’ theory, and, as a counter 
spel] to restore the cow to her normal 
state of health, she issued the following 
instructions :—He was to take three locks 
of hair from the cow’s back, three from 
her tail, three from her forehead and one 
from under her nostrils. He was then 
to write down the names of eight persons 
whom he might suspect of casting the 
spell—every name three times—and to 
procure a bundle of thatch from every 
suspect’s house Having done this he was 
to cut a sod, place a lighted coal on it and 
burn on this the locks of hair and the 
papers. The sod was then to be placed 
to the cow’s mouth, and, if she licked it, 
she would get well. Unfortunately, the 
cow died, because it seemed that some 
important detail of the spell was omitted, 
and then the “ vet.” was called in to 
inspect the carcase. He tells me that he 
made a careful examination of the cow,

Baron Felsen returns to his 
flat earlier than was expected, and he enters 
into the spirit of the masquerade so well that 
Elizabeth unburdens her secret to him as to a 
fellow-servant. Count von Baltin, having dis- 
covered the Baron's card in flowers sent to 
his wife, came to demand explanations, and 
in the process laughed at the pretensions of 
Elizabeth, but it was the Pinions who 
actually exposed her. Geyer leaves the story 
unfinished, but a happy ending is clearly 
indicated as the masqueraders retire to the 
kitchen. 

The production and settings were excellent, 
but in a comedy of light dialogue familiarity 
with the lines is indispensable to the quality 
of the acting. Messrs. William Sherwood as 
Felsen, ‘George Wood as Bastien, Jonty 
Hanaghan as Baltin, with Misses Nancy 
Essery as Countess Baltin, and Carmel 
McGarry as impressed the 
audience, each comedy in its 
proper spirit.

The road, where 1 pulled up. is well above 
the valley. A thick hedge runs along it, and 
below the hedge is a strip ol boggy, rusny 
field, with a stream twenty yards trom the 
road. 

| had to pick ny steps from rushy 
to hump, and | had not gone a dozen yards 
when a strange bird flew past me up the 
hedgerow—put up probabiy by my cocke 
from behind. The flight of the bird puzzled 
me greatly. It gave me at one moment the 
ulea of a hedge-searching hawk, 
then of a night-jar. It flew seventy vards or 
so, circled rather clumsily twice and alighted 
in long rushes by the hedge-side. I stumbled 
after it, thoroughly excited, and, still 
stumbling when it got up rather further 
ahead than | had anticipated, missed it at 
about forty yards—both barrels! It was not 
greatly perturbed, but flew with a slowish, 
zig-zag hight, never rising more than thirty 
feet from the ground. It followed the course 
of the valley stream and searched for a 
landing a hundred and fifty yards ahead. 
It performed two rather ungraceful circles 
spirally downwards—and settled clumsily in 
or on the edge of a thick patch of alder and 
sally. 

| did not hurry; for I was expecting the 
keeper to turn up on his way down the 
valley, and | hoped that together we might 
succeed in getting the bird, which. 1 had 
at last decided, must be a great, or solitary. 
snipe. A year or two before the war. when 
| was coming down from Sao Faolo to Rio 
by train, a sportsman boarded my car at a 
small station, and produced for our admira- 
tion a becassina real—a most brilliant snipe, 
ae the size of my quarry. Points that |] 
vad noticed were—(l) the absence of any 
danger signal on rising, such as the 
common snipe gives: (2) loud wing noise on 
rising—a noise half-way between a wood- 
cock’s and a pigeon’s when the former is 
flushed in bracken and the latter takes flight 
from a tree. 
_ I heard a far-off shot which told me that 
it was useless to wait for the keeper. So | 
put the cocker into the sallies, and before 
long the great snipe got up, sixty or seventy 
yards away, and flew up across the read 
and over grassy fields. to circle eventually 
a quarter of a mile away—apparently on the 
brow of a hill before alighting, - Three 
times [I watched the bird alight, and his 
practice of cireling down spirally at least 
twice before grounding was very noticeable. 
A friend to whom I spoke on the subject 
informed me that he shot one of these rare 
birds in the county seven years ago.—Yours, 
etc., i | L. LONGFiIrin.

DERRY, Tuesday. 

IIE question of the ownership of Lough 
7 Foyle arose at the mettin of 

Donegal County Council to-day, when 
members protested against the Council meet- 
ing a deeree of the Circut Court for £15 
in a claim by the Fovle and Bann Fishery 
(Company for damaizges to their boat at 
Quigley's Point, Donegal. 

Mr. M. Brady, T.D., said that he did not 
think it was within the jurisdiction of any 
court to hear such a claim, considering the 
big international question involved. He pro 
tested against paying the award, and said 
that the Council had no option in the matter. 
He added that the Council should get the 
Free State Government to take action. 

Captain Scott said that this was a decree 
of the Cireuit Court, and if the Council re. 
fused to meet it, it would he very serious. 

Mr. Brady replied that there were decrees 
hy a court outside the Free State against 
Free State fishermen, who, by fishing in the 
Foyle, challenged the right of the Foyle and 
Rann Company. 

Mr. Mahony, who presided, said that the 
Council would have to pay or appeal. 

Mr. Brennan, in reply to Mr. “ill said 
that if thev appealed they would have to 
fight this international quéstion with the 
noney of the people of the county. 

' Mr. M. O'Boyle proposed that they should 
refuse to meet the award, and in this way 
help to settle the question once and for all. 

The Secretary said that if they refused to 
pay the Fovle and Bann Company would get 
a mandamus. 

By seventeen votes to fiva Mr. O’Bovle’s 
motion was defeated, and it was decided to 
get legal advice on the matter.

Sentence on Man who 


Absconded.

STRABANE, Tuesday. 
T Raphoe District Court to-day, before 
A Justice O’ Hanrahan, Samuel Thomp- 
son (25), labourer, of Cranashana, was 
charged by Superintendent Smith, Raphoe, 
with being in possession of firearms without 
a certificate, and, secondly, with being in 
charge of firearms with intent to endanger 
life. A revolver and a number of split-nosed 
bullets. as well as a small iron baton with a 
chain attached, were found in the possession 
of the accused man, and at a former hearing 
the District Justice said that the bullets were 
most deadly. It was stated that defendant 
admitted having them to shoot a man in that 
district, with whom he had had a dispute over 
nine years ago about a cigarette. 

At the last Court Justice O’Hanrahan ad- 
journed the case for a month, the defendant 
to pay £4 5s. 6d. expenses incurred by the 
State. 

At to-day’s Court it was intimated that the 
defendant had absconded, and the solicitor 
who previously appeared for him intimated 
that he was no longer in the case. 

Justice O’Hanrahan said that changed his 
attitude in the case, as if the money had been 
paid he intended to allow the defendant off 
on bail. Nobody could have been treated with 
greater leniency than he had treated the de- 
fendant. He added that, in face of the ac- 
cused man’s hostility to Hetherington, the 
man with whom he had the dispute, he must 
sentence the the defendant to three months’ 
imprisonment on each charge, to run eoncur- 
rently.

BY . Bell, R.M., at Larne to-day, 

when sentencing to one month's 

imprisonment, with hard labour, Patrick 

Glover (65), of Belfast, who described himself 

as a minister, on the charge of obtaining 
money by false pretences.

Glover appeared in clerical garb. 

It was stated that, representing himself as 
a minister of “the Standard Church of Ire- 
land,” he had obtained subscriptions from a 
number of Larne residents towards children’s 
homes, which were supposed to be estab- 
lished in Moira, Hiilsborough and Newtown- 
ards. When arrested in Larne, Glover pro- 
duced a typewritten sheet purporting to be a 
statement of accounts, and a collecting card 
or book, printed ‘ Children’s Home, Clinton 
House, Moira, (Co. Down.” 

Sergeant Wright, Morra. said that there was 
no house or home in Moira. Defendant had 
come to Moira recently and took an ordinary 
house. The only children witness saw about 
the house were two children, who had been 
brought from Belfast. All they did, on wit- 
ness's observation, was to carry pails of water. 

Glover’s claim to be a clergyman was chal- 
lenged by District Inspector Martin, who 
contended that he was formerly a coal hawker 
in Belfast. 

Glover admitted coal-hawking while he was 
pastor of the Apostolic Church in Belfast, 
where he had established a mission house. 

Inspector Martin contended that Glover 
only wore clerical garb to deceive the public. 

Two witnesses for the defence, one of whom 
said that he was Glover's secretary, gave evi- 
dence that homes were run by Glover as a 
genuine proposition. i 

Mr. Bell, in sentencing Glover, said that the 
public had to be protected.

[ the Belfast Commission to-day the 
trial was continued of Mr. William 


John Jetferson, joint iocal manager of 
the Royal Insurance Company, Royal Avenue, 
telfast, on six indictments charging him with 
making false returns to the Commissioners 
of Inland Revenue over a period of six years 
in regard to super-tax assessment. 

The accused man pleaded “ not guilty” to 
the several charges. 

Mr. Kenneth Henry Hillebrand, an In- 
spector of Taxes attached to the Jnqumry 
Branch of the Inland Revenue, gave further 
evidence of the interview of July 4, 1970. 
with the defendant and his accountant. Mr. 
Osborne. He asked Mr. Usborne to look at 
the hooks, and Mr. Osborne did iovk at the 
books, and said that the sums in Guestion 
had not been credited in the account. Mr. 
Osborne then said that he had not seen these 
books, and in preparing the accounts for the 
revenue he had relied upon figures given to 
him by Mr. Jefferson. Mr. Osborne went on 
to say that he had known Mr. Jefferson for 
a long time, and had relied on him, but he 
had been misled. 

REQUESTS FOR INFORMATION. 

Witness added that the accused man said 
that his brother received one-half of eertain 
dividends. Witness said that he could not 
understand it all. He sent a letter on 
October 22, 1930, to Messrs. Osborne. Cook 
and Co., which contained under thirteen 
heads requests for further information, beoks 
and documents. If necessary he could give 
his reasons for wanting these things. At 
another interview on November 12. 1930. 
witness, Mr. Osborne and accused man went 
through the letter referred to, and the 
latter promised to have information re- 
quested with three exceptions—the sum of 
+100 to be substituted for £50; Mr. 
Jefferson protested against approaching Sir 
samuel Kelly, Lady Kelly, and John 
Kelly, Ltd., in relation to certain sums. 
Witness said that if Mr. Jefferson would 
record his obiection in writing it would be 
considered. He (witness) again raised the 
question of the payments to Herbert Jefferson, 
and the accused man said that he wished to 
withdraw his statement that the transfer of 
securities was in addition to the payment of 
the sums charged; he said that the transfer 
was part of the payment. In regard to the 
income tax return, Mr. Osborne said that he 
filled in the forms on the basis of what Mr. 
Jefferson had told him. Mr.. Jefferson then 
intervened, and said: ‘It is not Mr. 
Osborne’s fault; he is not to blame.” 

CROSS-E XAMINATION. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lowry, K.C., 
witness agreed that the questton of income 
tax, super-tax and excess profits duties were 
not simple matters. 

Witness was taken through certain figures, 
and when asked was there not in the total 
a mistake of £500 as against Mr. Jefferson, 
he said that the figures in question were on 
the piece of paper he pushed over to dr. 
Jefferson and Mr. Osborne at one of the inter- 
views, 

Mr. Lowry—And nothing was corrected. but 
it was merely coped out for my lord ”— Yes. 

By whom and where was it copied’—In the 
Solicitor’s Department of Somerset House. 

And they made the mistake, too’—No; 
that is an exact copy of this document. 

Why did vou not correct it before you 
handed it in’—I ran through it, and I said 
to Mr. Osborne. as a matter of fact, there 
was an error of £900. 1 thought the estimate 
was excessive. 


THE ESTIMATED LOSS. 

Why did you not make the correction 
when the document was handed to my lord, 
without waiting for me to ask you’—I merely 
put in the document as the document | had 
hended across the table.

The La t Clipper. 
A model 


museum at Sunderland is designed to per- 
petuate the memory of a famous ship. 
The clipper was queen cf the waters from 
the great days of the sailing ship, 
English and American craft 
supremacy in speed ; and the Torrens was 
the last full-rigged passenger clipper thuit 
was launched. When she took the water in 
1875, the days of the sailing-ship were

The Torrens has a par- 
ticular claim to remembrance, in addition 
to the reputation which accompanies every 
fine ship; for it was in her that Joseph 
Conrad served as mate, immediately 
before he bade farewell to the sea and 
turned his mind to literature. He has 
described her as “a ship of brilliant 
qualities.’’ ‘‘ She was one of the fastest, 
and for many years the favourite passenger 
ship to Adelaide—the wonderful Torrens.”’ 
In 1898—five years after Conrad’s retire- 
ment—she fouled an iceberg in the South 
Atlantic, but reached Australia without 
assistance. By 1906 the steamships 
against which she had fought a losing 
battle had gained the victory; the 
Torrens could obtain no further cargo, 
and the stateliest of ships went to Genoa 
to be broken up. A new spirit was living 
on the seas.

There are six vitamins, named A 
to F, and every one of them has its own 
function. Vitamin A, for instance, pro- 
motes growth; where vitamin’ B is not, 
ther2 enters beri-beri ; vitamin C is neces- 
sary for the prevention of scurvy, and 
vitamin D is the sworn foe of rickets. 
They are found in all manner of places— 
in animal fats and in fresh fruit and 
vegetables—but, though known to exist, 
they have refused hitherto to make them- 
selves visible. Hitherto, in fact, the 
vulgar assumption has been that it would 
be easier to draw out leviathan with a 
hook than any of the vitamins. Now 
comes a report from the Berliner 
Tageblatt, mentioned in The Times, that 
Professor Windaus, the head of the 
Chemical Institute at Gottingen, has over- 
come the retiring instincts of vitamin D. 
After four years of work he has contrived 
to produce it in a pure, crystalline state. 
Presumably, this discovery will widen 
vitamin D’s sphere of action, since at 
present it is available only in a restricted 
class of foodstuffs, among which the liver 
of fish yields the richest supply. If the 
other vitamins similarly submit them 

selves to isolation, the effect upon diet 
ought to be most satisfactory. What child 
would not consent to doctor his jam-roll 
with a solution of vitamin A, B, Cor VD 
if thereby the compulsion to eat the fatty 
parts of his dinner were annulled?

Sir Austen Chamberlain said that he 


was one of the small and diminishing

WHAT MIGHT OCCUR. 


Mr. Churchill said that his opposition 
to the bill in its present form was in no 
way weakened. (Hear, hear.) If the 
measure had been committed to a Joint 
Committee of both Houses of Parliament 
the great lawyers of the House of Lords 
could have examined the matter and 
smoothed out some of the unfortunate 
phrases in it. It would then have been 

ossible to resent it again to the 

ominions. There was no hurry. (Hear, 
}hear.) Mr. Thomas had spoken as if 
those who expressed misgivings about par- 
ticular points in the Statute were opposed 
to the whole of its provisions. That was 
not so. There was only one important 
point of principle at issue, and that was 
as to whether the Statute should include 
a saving clause for the Irish Treaty and 
the Irish Treaty Act. The Government 
had never disputed the position that 
Clause 2 of the Statute gave legal power 
to any Irish Parliament to repeal the 
application to Ireland of the Irish Free 
State Agreement Act, 1922. 

Sir Thomas Inskip (Solicitor-General) 
said that he had previously pointed out 
that, in his judgment, the Constitution of 
the Free State could not be amended. 
having regard to Article 50 of the Treaty. 
except in accordance with the Treaty. - 

Mr. Churchill replied that there was 
apparently a doubt as to whether this 
Statute did, or did not, give a power to 
repeal. The Solicitor-General thought 
it gave no such power. Why should there 
be such a doubt? (Hear, hear.) Thev 
all hoped the Statute would not throw 
any weakness or strain on the Irish Free 
State Agreement Act. Could they not be 
united in inserting words which would 
put the matter beyond doubt or question? 
(Cheers. ) 

_He had the greatest respect and admira- 
tion for Mr. Cosgrave, who had stood by 
all the obligations entered into by his 
late colleagues and the signatories of the 
Treaty. But this was not a matter that 
ought to be decided on personal assurances 
by individuals, (Hear, hear.) He could 
not see that the insertion of this clause 
would be derogatory to Ireland. If a 
change of Government should occur in 
Ireland they would be immediately con- 
fronted with a great crisis, and would be 
responsible if they weakened in any way 
the moral and legal rights of this country. 


MR. DEVLIN PROTESTsS. 


Mr. Joseph Devlin (Fermanagh), on 
asking what principles Mr. Churchill 
held end who was his leader. was in.

Mr. Baldwin began by saying that 
there was, he thought, a tendency in the 
debate to concentrate on Ireland and lose 
sight of the fundamental, question of Im- 
perial relationships, which was vastiv 
more important. Addressing himself to 
the double question—whether the amend 
ment would accomplish what its supporters 
desired and whether it was wise or righ‘ 
of this country to insist on the insertion 
of the provision—Mr Baldwin said:—In 
my view, the words are futile to effect 
what their authors desire So far as the 
wisdom of putting in the words is con 
cerned, I believe that to insist upon it 
would be disastrous to the whole Empire 
He added—' I am advised by the Law 
Officers of the Crown that the binding 
character of the articles of agreement 
will not be altered one jot or tittle by the 
passing of the Statute.’’ 

With a reference to Mr. Churchill as 
“the most powerful debater and the 
greatet orator in the House,” and to “ord 
Hugh Cecil as ‘‘cne of the most acute 
intellects in the House,” Mr. Baldwin 
said that he had been unable to follow the 
difficulties they foresaw. Lord Hugh ( :il 
seemed to think it would make a great 
deal of difference, supposing there were 
rebellion in Ireland, if the rebellion were 
illegal. (Laughter. )

NE of the chief items in the Dail 
this week will be the introduction 
of a short bill to enable the Department 
of Local Government to provide work for 
the unemployed during the Christmas 
season. his has become an annual event, 
but in the present year, in view of the 
finaucial stringency, it was feared that 
the Government would have difficulty in 
finding the necessary funds. It would 
not be possible to get money from taxa- 
tion, and to borrow would have been con- 
trary to practice. 

It appears that very shortly a sub- 
stantial sum from the old Road Fund, 
which was divisible between the Free 
State and Great Britain at the time of 
the separation, and has never been wound 
up, will be available, and it is proposed 
to utilise this for the purpose of relieving 
distress. The exact amount is not known, 
but it will probably be about £200,000. 
The money will be administered in the 
usual way through the local governing 
bodies.

RUSH TO AVOID 
NEW DUTIES. 


ACTION AGAINST OTHER 
GOODS EXPECTED;

FE ass dumpers, rushing to get their 
goods through the British Customs 
before the coming into force to-day of the 
Board of Trade’s first order under the 
Abnormal Importations Act, were caught 
out at Newhaven, Sussex, last night. 

Papers relating to a considerable 
quantity of woollens, gloves, table and 
toilet glassware, silk stockings. and 
cutlery arrived at noon yesterday, but the 
goods did not enter the ge until the 
arrival of the cross-Channel steamer from 
Dieppe at five o'clock, The 
House closed at four, however. 

The additional duties on the cargo will 
amount to several thousand pounds unless 
the goods are returned to France. 

Forwarding offices state that during the 
past month they have been ' snowed 
under ” with work, and have cleared tons 
of articles which it was thought would 
become liable to duty. Polish goods had 
predominated, including thousands of 
ready-made clothes. 

All the available aircraft of the Luft 
Hansa fleet have since Saturday been un- 
interruptedly engaged in rushing German 
goods into England. One consignment was 
forwarded from Chemnitz, in Saxony, by 
rail Monday evening to Berlin, and during 
the night was brought over by aeroplane 
and landed in London yesterday morning. 
A “record ” in air transport of goods to 
London was reached yesterday with a load 
of ten tons. 


QUANTITIES DUMPED. 


The following particulars show the rate 
of importation of some of the goods on 
which a fifty per cent. duty will be levied 
from to-day :— 

Domestic Pottery.—The average monthly 
imports before August, 1931, were under 
15,000 cwts. ee Jctober they rose to 30,864 
ewts., and since at the rate of 75,000 cwts a 
month. 

Domestic Glassware.— Average, 52,500 cwts. 
a month. October, 78,500 cwts. Since at the 
rate of 120,000 cwts. a month. 

Metallic Furniture.—A growing industry in 
Britain. Average for 1931, 86 tons a month. 
In October imports jumped to 105 tons, and 
since have been at the rate of 450 tons a 
month. 

Knives.—Average monthly imports of 
37,000 dozens increased to 83,000 dozens in 
October. and reached the rate of 98,000 
dozens a month in the early part of Novem- 
ber. 

Tools and Vacuum Cleaners.—Marked in- 
crease in October and November. 

Wireless Apparatus.—Imports in the first 
ten days of November exceeded imports for

CLOTHES. 


Woollen Tissues.—Monthly average of

square ation n in October, and to a monthly 
rate of nearly 7,000,000 square yards during 
the first ten davs of November. 

Silk and Artificial Silk Stockings.—Great 
increase in November. 

Linen.—Despite a general decline in the 
the demand ‘for linen goods, imports showed 
an increase of 30 per cent. in October. The 
November rate 1s 4 per cent. higher than in 
November last year. About half of these 
imports come from Belgium and 10 per cent. 
trom Russia. 

Men's and Boys’ Suits.—Large importa- 
tions of low-priced and low-quality goods 
trom Poland. 

Overcoats.—In the early months of this 
year imports were 3,500 a month: in October, 
46.700, and since at the rate of 87,000. 

Linoleum.—Imports were 70 per cent. 
higher in October than in the earlier part of 
the year, and November showed a further 
increase. 

Considerable increases have also occurred in 
perfumery an cosmetics. 


DOMINIONS UNAFFECTED, 


Only a very small part of the goods 
comes from the Dominions. Empire goods 
are free of duty under the Rencmen 
Act. 

With the exception of packing and 
wrapping paper, there is no duty on any: 
thing which is the raw material of other 
industries. 

Details of manufactured imports during 
the second ten days of this month are 
now being collected by the Board of 
Trade, and it is probable that an 
examination of the completed figures will 
reveal the need for further action under 
the Abnormal Importations (Customs 
Duties) Act. 


U.S. NOT TO RETALIATE.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

It is now definitely ascertained that the 
United States Government is not con- 
templating reprisals against the British 
anti-dumping duties. 

After an extensive study of the matter 
President Hoover arrived at the conclu- 
sion that only 1.6 per cent. (in value) 
of the United States goods normally 
imported to Great Britain will be affected 
by the rates. He is convinced that 
United States foreign trade, particularly 
to Great Britain, is less competitive than 
is generally believed, and he feels that

PASSENGER TRAIN SAVED FROM 
IMMINENT DANGER. 


TRACK CARRIED AWAY NEAR 
, KILKENNY. 


FOLLOWING the thirty-six-hour rainstorm that swept the Southern 
districts of Ireland during Sunday night and Monday, there was ex- 


tensive flooding. 


A train from Dublin to Waterford was stopped, owing to the vigilance 
of a linesman, just before reaching a point, near Kilkenny, where the 
River Dinan had burst its banks and washed away the railway embank- 


ment, 


Dublin escaped the full force of the storm, but there was flooding in 
the Drumcondra district, where the Tolka overflowed its banks. 


CART LAMPS AS DANGER SIGNALS. 


HAT would most certainly have been 
a serious railway accident was 
averted by the prompt action of a lines- 
man on the route from Dublin to Water. 
ford during Monday night’s storm. The 
train so nearly involved was six hours 
late in arriving at Waterford, not reach 
ing its destination until three o'clock in 
the morning. 

Our Waterford Correspondent states 
that, when approaching Kilkenny from 
Ballyragget Station, the driver, through 
the hissing rain, saw some people ahead 
on the line waving paper torches and 
lanterns. One lantern had a red handker- 
chief over the face, showing the danger 
signal to the driver. 

The train, with its many passengers, 
was pulled up just in time, and examina- 
tion a uámal that the River Dinan haa 
burst its banks and carried away the 
railway embankment, twisting the rails 
and leaving a vawning breach into which 
the train, with its human freight, must 
have run to destruction.

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THE LEGAL POSITION 
EXPLAINED. 
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(From a SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT.) 
HE Free State Revenue Commissioners 

I have now issued a statement to 

bankers and public companies setting 
forth, for their benefit and the benefit of 
taxpayers generally, the legal position in re- 
gard to income tax deductions and the proce- 
dure to be followed in effecting adjustinents 
necessitated by the recent Finance Act, 
which has increased the standard rate of 
income tax by 6d. in the £. 

As the statement appears very technical to 
most people, and contains very few examples 
that are of any real assistance to taxpayers, 
I propose to elucidate and amplify it for the 
benefit of the many thousands of people who 
are affected by the new impost. 


‘MAIN CATEGORIES OF INCOME. 

The Revenue Circular refers to two main 
classes or categories of income, each of which 
requires different treatment in the matter of 
affecting income tax adjustments. The first 
category includes payments which, in the 
language of the Income Tax Acts, “‘are not 


‘made out of profits or gains brought into 


charge to Income Tax’ in the Free State. 
Such payments consist in the main of divi- 
dend. and interest from foreign securities or 
investments, and also from Free State Cor- 
porution or Free State: Government Stocks. 

The Free State Banks are primarily con- 
cerned with the income tax adjustments to 
he made in these cases, and briefly, the 
adjustments will be such as to make all such 
payments of interest received by investors 
since the 6th April last, no matter what 
eriod they cover, liable to the new standard 
income tax rate of 3s. 6d. in the £. The 
adjustments will be made from the next 
payments of interest or dividends to be re: 
ceived. It may. of course, happen that there 
will be no “next” payments, and in that 
event the Banks will report particulars of 
the last payments to the Revenue Authorities, 
who wil endeavour to collect the additional 
6d. themselves. 

Taxpayers whose total income does not 
exceed £150 per annum will not, of course, be 
called upon to pay the additional impost. 


THE LEGAL POSITION. 

Many hundreds of cases will occur in which 
the sixpenny increase will, unfortunately, 
fall upon people who, although they were not 
the owners of the investments in the first 
eight months of the current income tax year, 
will. nevertheless, have to submit to the tax 
deficiences to be made up from payments to 
“be distributed during the next twelve months. 
There is apparently no legal remedy for this, 
as adjustments fall to be made from “next 
payments,” irrespective of whether the rect 
pient was, or was not, the owner at the time 
of previous puyments. 

Cases may even, in fact, occur in which 
people will get credit for having paid or 
suffered tax at ós. 6d. in the £ on their in 
vestment income, when in actual fact they 
will have suffered only 3s. in the £. Many 
anomalies will arise. and taxpayers will be 
confronted with a kind of fait accompli when 
they realise the apparent inconsistencies of 
the legal position. 

The second category or class of income 
dealt with (rather sparingly) by the Revenue 
circular is by far the most important from 
the ordinary taxpayers’ point of view. Ths 
class includes ground or head rents, dividends 
on Free State industrial investments and 1n- 
terests on loans or meitgages. On the ground 
that the adjustment of deductions from these 
payments '“ Is primarily a matter between the 
payer and recipient, and does not immediately 
concern the Revenue,’’ the circular does not. 
in regard to such adjustments, offer any real 
assistance to taxpayers. This is a great pity, 
hecause ground rents are the most common 
form of payments in the country which are 
subsect to income tax deductions. 

The chief point to remember in effecting 
adjustmenis in connection with ground rent, 
morigage interest, debenture or 


tax year is liable to suffer tax by deduction 
at the ós. 6d. rate. Any part of the payment 
which covers or relates to a period prior to 
the 6th April last attracts tax at the 2s. rate 
oniy. ‘Thus if “‘A’ paid a half-year’s ground 
rent of £10 on the ist June last from which 
he deducted tax at the Ss. rate, he will on 
making his next payment on the Ist Decem- 
ber deduct tax at ós. 8d. in the £, arrived 
at as follows :— 

Half vears ground rent, £10, less tax 
at ós. 6d.—?.¢., £1 15s. 

Adjust for under-deduction of 6d. on 
two months’ (April and May) proportion 
of previous payment of rent, accruing 
after Oth Apiil—that is, deduct 6d. from 
two-sixths of £10, = 1s. 8d.—Deduction, 
£1 16s. 8d. Previous deduction, £1 10s. 
Total, £3 6s. 8d., or an average rate for 
twelve monihs of ós. 4d. in the £.

SETTLED. 


CHAIRMAN’S WISH 
TO RESIGN. 


6é HOUGH we are definitely of opinion 
I that the price offered is wholly un- 
justifiable, we instruct our Stand- 
ing Committee to accept the terms offered, by 
the Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company (69s. 
per ton basic rate), provided that a gs 
tory arrangement can be come to with regar 
to acreage.

‘‘That we do so believing it Is in the best 
interests of our members, especially having 
regard to the present depressed state of agri- 
culture, and the fact that there is no arbitra- 
tion clause in the agreement between the 
Government and the Sugar Manufacturing 
Company, which leaves the Government and 
the Irish Beet Growers’ Association at present 
powerless to obtain an equitable price from 
the Manufacturing Company, who hold the 
mono oly.” 

Such was the resolution adopted yesterday 
at a meeting of the Executive of the Irish 
Sugar Beet Growers' Association, Ltd., held 
in Carlow for the purpose of making a final 
decision regarding the Manufacturing Com- 
pany'’s offer for the 1952 crop. 

The meeting was held in private, and after 
four hours’ sitting an official report was given 
to the Press. 

The resolution recommending the accept- 
ance of the offer of 39s. was proposed by Mr. 
P. J. Bermingham, Offaly, seconded by Mr. 
A. S. Yates, Kildare. Mr. M. Doyle and 
Mr. M. M. Roche, Wexford, votel against the 
resolution. 

Mr. J. N. Greene, Mageney, chairman of 
of the organisation, who presided, said that 
the result of the interview with President Cos- 
grave and Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agricul- 
ture, had really got them no farther than 
thev were at the last meeting. 

The Rev. P. Hipwell, P.P. (Leix}, said 
that his county was quite prepared to con- 
tinne the fight for an equitable price pre- 
vided the other counties did the same. It 
was not so much on figures as on the pre- 
vailing conditions of agriculture that the 
factory banked for a settlement. The price 
of 39s. was not equitable, and to accept such 
a price would be damaging to the Associa- 
tion. 

The Chairman said that the devision they 
had come to in regard to the price was the 
only reasonable one in the circumstances. 
Nevertheless the settlement forced on them 
was far short of what a just and honour- 
able settlement should be, and fell far short 
of what they told their members they should 
hold out for last spring. In these circum- 
stances he tendered his resignation as Chair- 
man of the Association and as a member of 
their Standing Committee. He did so, not 
hecause he disagreed with the wisdom of 
their decision, but because he felt that good 
feeling must be restored between the factory 
and the B.G.A. He felt that his presence, 
feeling as he did about the matter, would 
not be conducive to renewed confidence be- 
tween both parties. 


“A MOCKERY.” 


He hoped, when the next Beet Suga: Sub- 
sidy Act was introduced, farmers themselves, 
through their own organ, would be able tu 
supply their own needs, instead of mortgag- 
ing themselves to those who were out tu 
exploit them. He considered the recent con- 
ference held in Dublin a farce and a mockery. 

The Chairman concluded: ‘I would like to 
mention before leaving the chair how much I 
am indebted to the members of this Executive

HE annual meeting of the National Agri- 
+ cultural and Industrial Development 

Association (formerly the Dublin In- 
dustrial Development Association), was beld 
at 3 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, last might. 
Mr. Joseph Milroy presided. 

In the annual report it was shown that the 
propagandist work, so long and perseveringly 
carried out on behalf of the Irish industries 
had met with a great measure of success. 
They could not refrain from expressing d's- 
approval of the Government’s policy in re- 
fusing the application of the Insh flour 
millers for a tariff. 

The Chairman stated that their organisa- 
tion stood high above party politics, but they 
would be unfaithful to their traditions if they 
did not express their keen disappointment and 
alarm at the absence of a State financial and 
economic policy that was calculated to satisfy 
the national needs or fulfil the national aspira- 
tions. Not only had they no national pro- 
gressive economic policy, but national 
standards had been lowered; national ideals 
had been modified, and efforts were made to 
justify and perpetuate conditions that had 
brought the nation to the brink of extinction 


FLOUR-MILLING. 

Proposing the adoption of the report, Mr 
O'Reil'y said that the Irish flour milling in- 
dustry was threatened as a consequence of a 
huge combination across the water. The in- 
dustry was a most valuable one to the 
country, and should be kept within the 
control of the nationals of the country. That 
could only be done if the necessary steps were 
taken to prevent the dumping of foreign flour 
and by seeing that sufficient wheat was growp 
to supply the lrish mills. 

The Lord Mayor seconded the adoption of 
the report. 

Mr. T. Finlay, K.C., T.D., said that im the 
last three or four years the work of the 
Association had achieved marked success. 
Further development was, however, required, 
but a spirit had been stirred up in the people 
within recent years in respect of Irish goods, 
and manufacturers would need to cater ior 
that development of trade. He urged an 
extension oi the Association’s activities. 


SMALL INDUSTRIES. 

The Rev. Father Rvan said that the future 
of the country depended on the building up 
of a great number of small industries.

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DECLARATION AGAINST 
ARMAMENTS. 


THE ROMAN CATHOLIC 
VIEW.

declaration, expressing 
the joint views of the Catholic 
Council for International relations 
(Great Britain) and the Catholic Union 
of International Studies (Irish Branch ) 
regarding the Catholic Church and dis- 
armament, was read by. Lord Howard of 
Penrith’? formerly British Ambassador. to 
the United States, at a meeting held in 
London last evening. 

The statement was 
taneously following the 
Dublin, Washington and 
tinental capitals. 

After drawing attention to the fact that 
the forthcoming Disarmament Conference 
requires that Catholic opinion upon the 
subject should be defined, the statement 
added: ‘‘In the first place, Christian 
charity must obtain between States, as 
in private and national life. There is no 
other power by which to destroy the fear 
and mistrust, which are themselves the 
primary cause of competitive armaments. 

‘Catholics, by prayer, by personal ir 
fluence and by their contribution to 
national policies in every country, have 
a special duty to promote international 
good-will and confidence. 

“It has been the immemorial tradition 
of the Church that arms may not be used 
lawfully except as an instrument of 
justice and in the last resort. 

‘“Only the absence of a higher tribunal 
could justify the head of a State in de- 
claring war. Established methods of 
international consultation and co-opera 
tion, and the obligations incumbent upon 
most States by their treaty obligations to 
join in common action to resist and repel 
an aggressor, should make it possible for 
each member of the Society of Nations to 
diminish the quantity and the financial 
burden of its armaments,”’ 

Referring to treaty obligations of the 
Allied nations towards the Central Powers. 
the declaration stated: “A definite 
promise was made by them to the de- 
feated Powers that the drastic reductions 
imposed upon Germany, Austria, Hungary 
and Bulgaria were only to be the be- 
ginning of that general reform. 

‘It is for Catholics to insist, in the 
name of morality and national honour, 
that this promise should be kept.”

REGISTER OF ARCHITECTS. 


The Minister. of Home Aflairs (Sir Dawson 
Bates) moved to present an address to the 
Governor, praying that an Order in Council 
he made extending the Architects (Registra- 
tion) Act, 1931, passed in the British Parlia- 
ment, to Northern Ireland. He said that 
the Ulster Society of Architects had also 
been deeply interested in the matter, and 
had promised to co-operate in the admimstra- 
tion of the Act if it were extended to 
Northern lreland. The Council set up by 
the Act would be required to place on the 
Register the name of every person who made 
application in the prescribed manner, paid 
the prescribed fee, and was properly quaJt- 
fied for such registration.
